SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  FINANCE  SUB-COMMITTEE 
ON  THE  ACCOUNTS  for  the  year  ended  31st  DECEMBER,  1921. 


(1) .  The  Finance  Sub-Committee  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the 
irreparable  loss  which  they  have  suffered  in  the  death  of  Sir  Ernest  Cassel,  the 
Founder  of  the  Hospital.  Sir  Ernest  Cassel  lived  to  see  the  Hospital  open 
and  its  success  assured.  The  advice  of  Sir  Ernest  Cassel  on  all  matters  of 
finance  is  greatly  missed  by  this  Committee. 

(2) .  Sir  Felix  Cassel  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Sub- 
Committee  in  the  place  of  Sir  Ernest  Cassel. 


(3) .  The  Hospital  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients  on  the  23rd 
May,  1921,  and  there  has  always  been  a  waiting  list. 

(4) .  Acting  on  the  advice  of  Sir  Ernest  Cassel  the  investments  of  the 
Trust  were  changed  during  the  year  and  as  a  result  the  income  has  been 
considerably  increased.  The  loss  on  re-investment,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
recovered  to  a  large  extent  on  the  maturity  of  the  present  investments,  has 
been  charged  to  Capital  Account. 

(5) .  The  expenditure  on  alterations  and  improvements  of  the  property 
is  now  practically  completed.  The  Committee  do  not  anticipate  any  further 
capital  expenditure  of  importance. 

(6)  .  The  excess  of  Income  over  expenditure  for  the  year  is  jTi  ,3  1  o  7s.  2d. 
after  charging  expenditure  amounting  to  ^2,331  os.  iid.  incurred  prior  to 
opening  the  Hospital.  A  Renewals  and  Repairs  Fund  has  been  created  to 
average  the  annual  cost  of  upkeep  of  Buildings,  Furniture  and  Equipment. 

(7) .  The  average  cost  of  each  patient  per  day  during  the  period  the 
Hospital  was  open  was  £1  5s.  8 d .,  to  which  the  patient  contributed  an 
average  of  17s.  8d.  per  day.
